The dining hall was very prettily decorated with 
flawers and ferns and It was brilliantly tIphted

Daricg dinner, which wat served In elvborate 
atyle, severalsoeeches were made, Mr, Ho Amel 
leading off with the toast of “the Emperor, Em- 
press and Em.ress-Dowager of Getmany," which 
was doly honowred.: Then the Chatrman pro.

missfon both to Ching and the Fatherlacd and 
hoped thelr labours wou'd result inn grest deve- 
lopment of trade between the two countries, and 
he hinted that Chinese merchants might with 
advantage take « leaf out of the forelgners’ book 
and themselves despatch a Commercial Misstan 
to the Great West.

DR. KOCH'S INVESTIGATIONS: 
 CAPETOWN, February roth, 

Dy. Koch has made'a further report upon 
bis fovestigations of the rlnderpest. He proves 
that Dr. Edington’s microbes ara not the 
causa of rinderpest, and then describes his 
Inoculation experiments “with sheep and 
goata which were continued to the seventh 
eneration, The reanits attained are very 
important, showing that inoculation With the 
blood of a diseased goat pave rinderpest to the 
animal, but the beast recovered; while on the 
other hand animals (nfected with sheep's blood 
succumbed, the course of the disease being so 
violent and the pathological lesions, as revealed 
by gost-mortem examinations, of so severe & 
nature that, says Dr. Koch, “ I cannot belleve’ 
fo any attencation of the disease as far as the 
sheep ia concerned, botam rather Inciined to 
think that {t would be cultivated to a- more 

virulent form; but, on the other hi 

it seems not Impossible that this {ncrea: 
virntence produces also m higher degree of 
{mmunity than {s derived from recovery from 
natural infection, and that these animals may be 

made valuable for Immanising experiments." 
Ds.'Koch algo‘conducted experiments with the 
view of mitigating rinderpest virus by means of 
chemicals, The result shows that animals 
with it -did* not contract 
Infected viru.
